Excited women thronged the Mexican 
side of the bridge, held up street cars 
and completely blocked traffic for sev- 
eral hours. 

They shouted, defiantly waved con- 
troller bars at the helpless manager of 
the street car system, scurried against 
the shade of the bridge walls when 
a moving picture man tried to take 
them ane Mate wed tie gPreraly. 
Some of the carmen were roughly han- 
died and several car windows’ were 
broken. Andres Garcia, inspector gen- 
eral of Carranza consulates, and Soniata 
Bravo, the consul general, advanced in 
a motor car that was shoved back by 
the women, some of whom later shout- 
ed “Viva Villa; Viva Villa,” when they 
tried to address the mob. But the gar- 
rison soldiers appeared and pressed thé 
women back from the bridge.

“foregleam of the millennium,” Dr. C. O.

the president historically immortal. 

“The president makes these proposals,’’ he 
says.

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NO MORE DODEING 
BY GEN, CARRANZA 


With Pershing Out of Mex- 
ico, “First Chief’ Can’t 
Evade U. S. Demands. 


Mexican Problem in New 
Light. 


Washington, January 28.—The final 
act in the entrance into Mexico of 12.,- 
000 American soldiers as a result of 
the Villa massacre at Columbus, N. M., 
on March 9, 1916, was written today 
with official announcement by the war 
department that General Pershing had 
been ordered, and actually had started 
to bring his troops back to the United 
States. 

Secretary Baker issued the follow- 
ing announcement: 

“General Pershing has been ordered 
to bring his troops out of Mexico. The 
movement is to be an immediate one 
and is probably already under way.” 

Later advices to the department said 
that the troops already had begun the 
avacuation of Colonia Dublan, 110 
miles from the border, where they had 
been concentrating during the past 
few weeks. The last American sol- 
dier is expected to recross the border 
in about a week. 

No official information is at hand 
as to whether Villa or Carranza troops 
will occupy the territory left vacant 
by the Americans, but the belief is 
strong here that the bandit, who is 
credited with having at least 8,000 
well armed men and who is now at 
least four times as strong as when the 
American troops went across the bor- 
der, will make a desperate effort to 
take the territory, particularly for its 
moral effect. 

The two other phases of the Mexican 
problem on which interest centers now 
are the disposition of the more than 
50,000 militia still on the border and 
the sending of Ambassador Fletcher 
to his post at Mexico City. Officials 
say no decision has been reached in 
either of these questions, but that both 
are dependent on the turn of events 
in Mexico. 

More Guardsmen for Home. 

At least a part of the remaining 
guardsmen are expected to be ordered 
home as soon as the 25,000 now leav- 
ing have been moved out of the way 
and Pershing'’s regulars have been re- 
distributed to provide adequate pro- 
tection for the border, perhaps in three 
week's’ time, Pershing's withdrawal 
will enable a much smaller force to 
guard the border, as a large support 
has been essential to his long line of 
communications, 

The delay in sending Ambassador 

Fletcher is due to the administration's 
hesitancy to accord that degree of 
recognition to the Carranza govern- 
ment which is felt not only to have 
been none too friendly, but also to 
be seriously endangered by Villa, 
Zapata and other bandit activities, as 
well as by the extremeTy weak eco- 
nomic condition in the country. 
The Pershing withdrawal will be 
carried out with as much speed as pos- 
sible over the rough, arid, waterless 
section and it is hoped that the men 
will cover about fifteen miles a day. 
tailroads will not be used even for 
carrying supplies, as it is desired 
neither to run any chance of raids by 
Villa, nor to incur any obligation to 
Carranza. 

Preparations for withdrawal have 
been going on for some time, it was 
admitted today, with the calling in of 
outposts and the taking of steps to 
protect friendly Chinese and Mormons 
from punishment by the Mexicans. No 
announcement could be made, it was 
added, before the actual march was 
under way, as it was feared some un- 
expected event might come up which 
would require a further delay and em- 
barrassing explanations to South Amer- 
ican countries, which have been watch- 
ing every step in the critical situa- 
tion with the utmost interest. 

Reasons for Withdrawal. 

A combination of reasons are given 
unofficially for the withdrawal de- 
cision. First was the impracticability 
of actually “capturing Villa,” as_ the 
object of the expecition was explained 
to be in a white house statement 1s- 
sued at the time the expedition was 
sent in. Then with the border ap- 
parently safe, the demand for the re- 
turn of. the state troops has become 
more and more pressing. 

Moreover, Pershing’s present location 
was recognized as a source of military 
weakness, both in the face of attacks 
on his long flanks and also in the even- 
tuality of a larger expedition into Mex- 
 “Drobably more decisive than all these 
rea'sons, however, was the belief that 
the situation would never be solved 
one way or another so long as Per- 
shing stayed, and that it would be best 
to withdraw all American soldiers from 
the stricken country in order to re- 
move any American or anti-American 
issue. In other words, there is a dis- 
position to leave Mexico to work out 
its own salvation without interference, 
and even to give Carranza a diplo- 
matic victory in the hope that in some 
wav a ‘stable government may arise 
there. ; 

With the last American soldier out 
of Mexico, the Mexican problem can be 
viewed in a new light. From now on, 
it will not be possible for Carranza 
to meet American demands with coun- 
ter demands for the withdrawal of the 


troops.

AURENTIC IS SUNK 
BY NINE OR SUBMARINE 


British Auxiliary Cruiser Goes 
Down Off Irish Coast. 
121 Men Saved. 


London, January 28.—The_ British 
auxiliary cruiser Laurentic, of 14,892 
tons gross, has been sunk by a subma- 
rine or as a result of striking a mine, 
according to an official statement to- 
night by the British admiralty. Twelve 
officers and 109 men were saved. 

The statement adds that the vessel 
went down off the Irish coast last 
Thursday. 


Before being taken over by the Brit- 
ish admiralty the Laurentic was in the 
Canadian service of the White Star Do- 
minion line. The vessel was owned 
by the Ocean Steam Navigation com- 
pany of Liverpool. 

In the first two years of the war the 
Laurentic was engaged in patrol duty 
in the Far East. While in the Pacific 
she held up the American steamship 
China, February 19, 1916, and seized 
38 Austrian and German subjects, 

The Washington government request- 
ed Great Britain to order the release 
of the men, which finally was done. 

The Laurentic was 555 feet long, with 
a beam of 67 feet 4 inches. In addi- 
tion to accommodations for 150 first- 
class, 430 second-class and 650 third- 
class passengers, she was equipped with 
six cargo holds with large refrigerat- 
ing chambers. The Laurentic was a sis- 
ter ship of the Megantic, another ship

Army and Citizens Turn on 
Gonzalez, Who Flees to 
American Legation. 


San Jose, Costa Rica, January 28.— 
The president of Costa Rica, Alfredo 
Gonzalez, was deposed from office by 
the military forces of the capital, sup- 
ported by a great number of citizens, 
on Saturday. The administrative pow- 
er was conferred on the minister of 
war, Federico Tinoco, as provisional 
chief executive. The movement was 
enthusiastically carried out and perfect

Poncident Gonzalez took refuge in 
the American legation. 

Already the Tinoco government has 
taken steps to call a convention, the 
delegates to be elected by the people, 
which will meet April 1 for the elec- 
tion of a president. 

The cause of Gonzalez’s deposition is 
to be found, according to the leaders 
of the movement, in the re-election 
aims of the president, who it is alleged, 
contrary to the constitution, was en- 
deavoring to retain his official position 
for another term.

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WHEN CHRIST STOOD ON 
AMERICAN SOIL 


HIS PERSONAL MINISTRY AMONG THE 
ANCIENT AMERICANS 


ESTABLISHMENT OF THE CHURCH OF 
CHRIST ON THIS CONTINENT

The Church of Jesus Christ was established on the American continent 
through the personal ministry of the Risen Lord soon after His ascension from 
Mount Olivet. The Book of Mormon contains a circumstantial account of this 
marvelous theophany. 

From the time of the migration of Lehi and his people from Palestine to 
America, six centuries before the Christian era, Nephite prophets had testi- 
fied of the future birth, earthly life, sacrificial death, and resurrection of the 
Savior of mankind. It was specifically foretold that the time of the Lord’s birth 
in the flesh would be marked by unusual signs on this continent; a new star 
would appear; while two days and the night between would be as a continu- 
ous day since no darkness would intervene. The prophecies were fulfilled: 
and from that illumined night the Nephites reckoned their time, the older 
chronology being superseded by the new. 


Then in the spring of the 34th-year following, the land was swept by a 
holocaust of fury: dense darkness prevailed, linking the nights together with 
no light of day between, tempests raged; the sea rolled inland; there were 
thunders and lightnings, and both elevations ana subsidences of tn earth’s 
surface whereby the topography of the land was greatly changed. Thus was 
the greatest tragedy @ history, the crucifixion of the Lord Jesus Christ, pro-

I am 
Jesus Christ, whom the prophets testified shall come into the world; And be- 
hold, I am the Light and the Life of the world; and I have drunk out of that 
bitter cup which the Father hath given Me, and have glorified the Father in 
taking upon Me the sins of the world, in the which I have suffered the will of 
the Father in all things from the beginning.” (3 Nephi 11:10, 11.) 


As the Lord directed, the people rose from their posture of adorat.on and 
one by one came to Him and did see and feel the prints of the nails in His 
hands and feet, and the spear-wound in His side Krom among the multitude 
He chose twelve, whom He ordained with authority to baptize the people after 
His departure.

At its recent meeting in Atlanta the exec- 
utive committee of the Georgia State Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, of which Mrs. Nellie 
Peters Black is president, passed resolutions 
emphatically and unequivocally denouncing 
the institution of lynch law. 

The position of the Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs will meet with the approval of 
every worthy organization, social, industrial, 
commercial or civic, in Georgia, and it is 
directly in line with the sentiment that is 
sweeping the state. 

These club women’s protest against what 
they justly characterize a blot upon the good 
name of Georgia produced by the nation-wide 
publicity given to the fact that last year 
more than one-fourth of the lynchings in the 
entire county, were committed in this state, 
is timely. And Ty SA have a good effect in 
counteracting evel. . semblance of justifi- 
cation for lynch law that ever was advanced 
in extenuation of it.

heaven. And public sentiment, aroused to a

IT DOES NOT EXPLAIN. 


In a communication published elsewhere 
upon this page, Senator McCrory essays to 
explain why, as a member of the last general 
assembly, he opposed a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the levying 
of a flat tax rate for the support of the 
public schools. But his explanation does not 
explain. 

The senator bases his Opposition to the 
measure upon the theory that it was meant 
to cut the appropriation for school purposes, 
and that the tax levy under the proposed 
“flat-rate” amendment would not produce as 
great an amount of revenue as the schools 
derive under the system now in effect. 

His premises are incorrect, and his con- 
clusion is therefore incorrect. 

There is probably not one citizen of ten 
thousand in Georgia who would be in favor 
of cutting the public school appropriation one 
dollar. Not only that, but there probably is 
not one in ten thousand but who would re- 
sent such a cut. The people as a whole are 
in favor not only of sustaining the public 
schools, as they are being sustained, but of 
increasing the appropriation to them wher. 
ever possible. 

Under the proposed system, whatever the 
tax levy might be, two-and-a-quarter mills of 
every dollar of assessable value would go to 
the school fund. It would work automatic- 
ally; and it would eliminate forevermore the 
legislative wrangling over school appropria- 
tions and assure the schools a stipulated, 


certain income, growing greater each year)

If, in the opinion of Senator McCrory, the 
income produced by this automatic levy 
would have been reduced below the amount 
now being received by the public schools, it 
would have been a very simple matter to

public schools appropriation, this measure 
was specifically intended to increase it.

“TEN YEARS OF WAR!” 


Alfred Noyes, poet and lecturer, who has 
been studying the end of the war problem, 
Says that preparations have been made on 
the part of the Allies “to carry on the war 


for a long time to come.” 


In an interview in The Pittsburg Gazette- 
Times he is quoted as saying that what he 


saw on the Somme front when he visited it 
recently looked to him as though the war 
might last ten years! 


“Our people can only go on; the Ger- 
mans can only fall back. There seems tc 
be no end to our resources, and I do not 
see any reason why we should not push 
ahead.” 

That, it is said, is pre-eminently the feel- 
ing in England, and France shares it, with 
characteristic enthusiasm. 

Mr. Noyes, being a poet, is therefore a 
dreamer; but he has been at the battle 
fronts, where the preparations for long 
continuance of the pushing and grinding 
process are constantly going forward; he 
knows what is doing at home; he has mixed 
with the people and heard the beating of the 
British heart, whose real sentiment seems 
to be that of the English mother who said: 

“T’'ve given three sons to fight and die 
for England. Their graves are yonder 
on the war front, but I have another son 
to give. The war is awful; but since 
England wills it, let the war go on!” 

Aside from ten years’ continuance of 
war's reign of terror, as seen in the poet’s 
prophetic vision, it is something new to 
hear that British belief is in “endless re- 
sources!” 

But the people seem to think that way, 
and that heartens them for the short or long 
task. 


AGAIN THE DEADLY PISTOL. 


In Savannah a few days ago a 6-year-old 
boy climbed to the top of a chiffonier, got 
hold of a revolver his father had left there, 


“playfully pointed it,” according to the news 


report, at the head of his 9-year-old play- 
mate, pulled the trigger and seht a bullet 


through his little companion’s heart. 


The owner of the pistol, who is a man of 


high business position, is experiencing grief, 


it is safe to say, no less keen than that of 
the victim’s mother; but it is too late to do 
any good, except in the bitter lesson it has 
taught. 

In this day and age firearms are about as 
useless about the house as clockwork bombs 
or infernal machines. All too frequently this 
Savannah tragedy has its counterpart in the 
news columns; it is not an isolated case by 
a long way. Almost an identical one pre- 
ceded it in south Georgia during the last two 
weeks, and only Wednesday an Atlanta man 
accidentally shot himself while cleaning his 
house pistol, and was sent to the hospital. 

Why people persist in keeping guns in 
the house—especially loaded ones, or, more 
deadly still, the “I-didn’t-know-it-was-loaded” 
ones; and more especially, keeping them 
within the reach of children—is hard to un- 
derstand. But they do, just as some persist 
in carrying them in violation of the law. 

Where one life is preserved through the 
agency of a revolver, twenty are sacrificed. 
The man with a gun upon his hip usually is 
too frightened to use it at the moment of 
peril, just as is the man who has one in his 
dresser drawer or under his pillow. Many 
a man has gone to the gallows or the peni- 
tentiary who wouldn’t have gone but for the 
fact that his gun was handy when his temper 
was roiled; and many men, women and little 
children have met untimely ends who would 
have lived long, happy, useful lives but for 
the deadly “protector” kept within reach 
upon the shelf or in the dresser. 

It’s much the safer and the better way to 
surrender the gun-bearing prerogative to the 
policeman; and if there is any snooting to 
be done, let him do it. 

One such unfortunate accident as that 
at Savannah, 
viously in south Georgia, or even that of 
Wednesday in Atlanta, should in itself be 
enough to impart a lasting lesson to all.

ENFORCEMENT OF ELLIS HEALTH BILL 


Believing that no more practical move- 
ment could be inaugurated, the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, which stands for every 
phase of state prosperity, is now working for 
the enforcement of Georgia's laws regarding 
public health. 

The first step in the movement is a let- 
ter which is being sent to the twenty-nine 
superior court judges of Georgia, and which 
in part is: 

“In making your charge to each of your 
several grand juries, that you call atten- 
tion to the acts of 1914, page 124, entitled 
‘Health Lawg of the State Revised, generally 
known as the ‘Ellis Health Bill.’ 

“As you will note, before this act can 
become effective in any county it must be 
recommended by two grand juries. Some 
high authority on the subject has estimated 
that the dollar loss in Georgia—to say noth- 
ing of the loss of life from preventable dis- 
eases—is about $16 per capita per year, and 
that a large part of this could be saved by 
the investment of about 10 cents per capita 
in sanitary precaution.” 

Aid of Women Asked. 

It has been suggested that the organized 
women of the state who were very instru- 
mental in creating public favor for the bill 
and instrumental in its final passage, could 


further the interest of the cause by working 
now for the enforcement of the law. It is 
a notable fact in the progress of the state 
that it is not so difficult to change laws or 
make laws, but there is frequently a care- 
lessness in their enforcement. Also people 
fail to post themselves on the exact sub- 
stance of the bill and what it covers. 

The latter fact has been proven recently 
by the indorsement by both men’s and wom- 
en’s organizations of prosposed legislative 
measures looking to public health which du- 
plicate those covered in the Ellis health bill, 
and which, if it were enforced, would in- 
sure an immediate protection from the pre- 
veritable diseases from which Georgia, in com- 
mon with other states, suffers. 

The enforcement of the Ellis health bill, 
which is one carefully and skillfully worked 
out, would not only imsure a generally good 
condition im public health, it is stated, but 
at the same time insure better sanitation, 
and sanitary observances in both town and 
country. 

The action of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce looking to the enforcement of the 
Ellis health bill is generally considered both 
timely and practical, and the women’s or- 
ganizations will, itis believed, joia fortes with 
the men in this movement.

The federation now consists of 370 clubs 
located in every section of the state and 
the entire membership is over 25,000. The 
officers of all these clubs have been urged 
to bring these resolutions on lynching to the 
attention of their members, and to ask each 
one to use her influence to “remove this curs 
from Georgia.” 

All the members of the federation are 
working for the good of Georgia and their 
interest in the upbuilding of the negro race 
of their most important issues. A

only one of a number of steps taken by the 
federation in its efforts to aid the negro. 

The resolutions follow: 

“Whereas, lynching substitutes the vio- 
lent passions of the mob for the orderly 
processes of the courts of justice, thus cre- 
ating in the minds of our people disrespect 
for all law; and, 

“Whereas, the fair name of our state 
has been grievously injured and its devel- 
opment retarded by the publication abroad 
of lynching statistics which misrepresent the 
overwhelming majority of our law-abiding 
and peace-loving citizens; and, ° 

‘Whereas, it is in the power of the en- 
lightened women of the state to create a 
public sentiment in favor of law and against

J ask this because the question is being de- 
bated all over the state, and so many are 
asking why IL opposed it. 

The proposed amendment originally was to 
levy a tax of 2 mills and was amended by 
the author so as to read to levy 2% mills on 
the taxable property of the state for support 
of the common schools. 

Our children now receive $3,000,000, which 
is about $3.35 each. Keep this in mind. Judge 
Hart reported to the last session of the leg - 
islature that the total taxable property in 
was $951,763,072. A levy of 


2% mills would produce the sum of $2,140.- 


466.91, making a cut of $859,533.09. This will 
reduce the amount to each child from $3.35 
to $2.40. We are now paying $660 per year 
for each child sent to the Medical College at 
Augusta, and about $300 for each child sent

“Bone Dry” Senator-Elect 
Opposes Extra Session 


Editor Constitution: There is so much 
being said as to the wisdom of calling an 
extra session of the legislature at this time, 
and as there are so many feeble men forcing 
their views to the front, I beg leave to say 
a few words at this time. 

It will be only about 135 days before the 
regular session of the legislature convenes, 
and I can see no good reason why, under pre- 
vailing circumstances, the state government 
should be run to the extra expense of calling 
an extra session. 

I am sure that the incoming legislature 
can be equally trusted to look after and pass 
such legislation as will be of best interest 
to society and the state. 

Conservatism sometimes means stagna- 
tion, but at this time it means the Saving 
of the cost of about $1,200 a day for the time 
that the extra session would run to an 
almost empty treasury and a tax-burdened 
people. 

We need more money for public schools, 
more for the insane asylum, more for the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial and more for 
the State Normal at Athens. We need and 
will surely hear of the needs of larger appro- 
priations for various institutions, while the 
treasury of Georgia is as liean as it could 
possibly be. 

I am quite sure that every one of those 
who are advocating the call of the legisla- 
ture promised the people they would stand 
for only a strict and economical administra- 
tion of our affairs when asking the people 
for the office which they now hold. 

Georgia don’t need to create this great 
expense just to satisfy the ever-enthusiastic 
and foolish. Tax money hard to pay by 
most of Georgia’s citizenship, and should be 
wisely and judiciously spent, under the regu- 
lar and strict interpretation of the state con- 
stitution. 

The question for the people to decide is 
should we spend this money from an almost 
empty treasury, when from the time the 
extra session could act would be less than 
three months before the regular legislature 
would convene? Is there any citizen willing 
to pay from $15,000 to $30,000 to stop a two- 
quart shipment of liquor per month for three 
months at this unusual and unnecessary 
expenditure? 

While I am against this unwise and un- 
expenditure of public moneys, I 
am a “bone dry” prohibitionist, and can be 
counted on in the new legislature to vote 
“bone dry,’ and for a measure that will say 
not one drop of liquor for Georgia under the

Plea for Organization 
Of a Georgia Academy 
Of Arts and Sciences 


Editor Constitution: The -academy of 
sciences as an established institution of 
society has proved its worth among all of 
the enlightened peoples of the world. The 
fact that such an organization of scientific 
forces exists in a large proportion of the 
states of this nation, either as a state or a 
city institution, is one measure of its value 
to. the American people. State academies ex- 
ist in Wisconsin, Kansas, lowa, Indiana, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, California, Ohio, Illinois, 
Michigan, Colorado, Utah, Oklahoma, Mary- 
land and Tennessee. Other organizations 
that in a measure take the place of state 
societies are the academy of natural sciences 
of Philadelphia, the Brooklyn Academy of 
Arts and Sciences, the Boston Society of Nat- 
ural History, the St. Louis Academy of Sci- 
ences, as well as a number of similar, though 
less widely known, societies located in the 
Various large cities throughout the country. 

A very strong argument exists for the 
establishment of an academy of sciences in 
The state is a large and a wealthy 
therefore, numerous scientific interests 
are represented in its activities and indus- 
tries. A large body of scientific workers is 
found in the physics, chemistry, biology and 
ceology teachers of the various colleges and 
secondary. schools in the state. Almost 
large a nunyrber is to be found in the different 
governmental, state and national forces at 
work in the agricultura: sciences, such as 
entomological and plant breeding work, fer- 
tilizers, ete., the geological and soil surveys, 
and weather bureau stations. Then there are 
many chemists and chemical engineers, as 
well as workers in the other industrjal sci- 
ences, who would be glad to have a chance 
to meet under such auspices as an academy 
affords and discuss the problems of their re- 
spective sciences with each other. There are, 
besides these, many people in the state who 
are interested in science for the mere sake 
of knowing things. It would seem that such 
amateur scientists should be eligible to mem- 
bership. fs 

lt is true that a number of the scientifi: 
workers of the state attend the meetings o! 
the national societies each year, but the pro 
portion is rather small. The state academ) 
would be more accessible and would serve 
to mobilize the scientific interests in the 
state in a way that a national organization 
was never intended to do. An annual meet- 
ing held each year in Atlanta, or rotating 
among Atlanta, Macon, Savannah and Au- 
gusta, would serve to very materially stimu- 
late and promote the scientific spirit and 
research in the state. = 

The academy in the state of Wisconsin is 
somewhat broader in its scope than most of 
the other state academies. It is called the 
Wisconsin Academy of Arts and Sciences, and 
includes in addition to the scientists, the 
history and literary workers in the state. 
There are advantages to this breadth of in- 
terests being represented, in that it provides 
for one thing a larger membership, more suc- 
cessfully financing the publications of the 
academy. An academy developed along these 
lines would bring together those interested 
in state history, economic problems, folklore, 
etc.. as well as in science, each group cor- 
stitutine a separate section. 

These are some of the suggestions that 
occur to the writer in this brief considera- 
tion of what he believes a real need in Geor- 
gia at the present time. There should be a 
verv free expression of opinion on this mit- 
ter. and whatever is ultimately done should 
be done carefully and with the idea of an 
efficient and permanent , orgmnization = it 
mind. Such a Georgia academy of arts and 
sciences properly inaugurated and operated 
will prove a distinct and lnenaee peg

DR. PORTER PREACHES 
ON EVILS OF HYPOCRISY 


“The Lost Text” was the subject yester- 
day of the sermon delivered at the Second 
Baptist church by Rev. Henry Alford Porter. 
In part, he said: 

“Conjure up that scene! Jesus was teach- 
ing in the woman's court of the temple. In 
the midst of it all the apeaker was inter- 
rupted by a com_any of proud, contemptu- 
ous men who stalk in with deliberate tread, 
dragging an unfortunate woman detected in 
sin. It was a plot of the rabbis and Phari- 
sees to entrap the prophet of Nazareth. ‘Ac- 
cording to the law of Moses, Master, they 
say, ‘this woman should be stoned to death: 
what do You say” Now we have him on 
the hip, they thought. Let Him say ‘No, 
and we will have Him up for a heretic 
and a blasphemer. Let Him say “Yes,” and 
we have stones ready in our hands to stone 
her, and then we will fasten upon Him 
the shame and guilt of her death.’ 

“at first Christ gave no heed to the plot- 
ters, nor to the wretched woman whom they 
had dragged before Him with-such brutal- 
ity. He stooped down and wrote with His 
finger on the ground, as though he heard 
not. The cunning men repeat their ques- 
tion and press Him for reply. At that He 
lifted Himself up and said quietly: ‘He that 
is without sin among you, let him first 
cast a stone at her.’ It was a thunderbolt 
out of a clear sky. Stung, baffled, pricked 
to the quick, they slunk away, one by one. 

“And the woman was left alone with the 

Man. She crouches before Him and waits 
for Him to speak. And He looks at her and 
speaks: ‘Woman, where are those, thine 
accusers? Hath no man condemned thee” 
A whisper answers, ‘No man, Lord.’ And 
then He utters those words in which poet, 
painter and preacher have found a subject 
worthy of their noblest powers: ‘Neither 
do I condemn thee; go and sin no more.’ 
“What are the messages of the narrative 
us this evening? 
“One message that lies in the heart of 
the story is the difference between Christ's 
attitude’ toward the respectable sinner and 
the disreputable sinner. For the latter there 
was compassion, always compassion; for the 
former, denunciation. — 

“Can you not see the difference from the 
Master's viewpoint” Let your imagination 
take up into the upper world the respecta- 
ble sinner and the disreputable sinner. Place 
them there in front of the white throne. 
Place there the well-clad, prosperous gam- 
bler, who fleeces his victims with a polite 
smile, and alongside him the common, coarse 
sneak thief, who picks your pocket on the 
street: and in those tranquil eyes which will 
appear the worse? Place there the proud 
and selfish and soulless society woman, whom 
the fawning world flatters for her wealth 
and position, and beside her some poor fac- 
tory girl who ekes out her hard-earned pit- 
tance by selling her honor and her life; and 
in the judgment of Him who sits upon the 
throne of eternal justice which is the guiltier? 

“A second message of this incident is tha: 
those who live in glass houses should no: 
throw stones. They had sailed into the 
Master's presence in their long-flowing robes 
with murder in their hearts, but with a 
sneer of contempt on their faces for the poor, 
shame-faced woman whom they had flung at 
his feet. They accused her with a sancti- 
monious whine, and with stones in their 
hands, were ready at a word to batter her 
downcast face into the dust. 

“O my ceritical and censorious 
who are you that you should lift up your 
voice so loudly against the man or the 
woman who has been overtaken in a fault? 
Who and what are you? Can you bear the 
light of day? Can you walk with naked 
heart before the people? Have you come 
unscathed out of the battle of life that you 
should make a mock of the dishonorable 
wounds of your brother or sister? 

“The supreme message of all is this— 
that the Son of Man has power on earth to 
forgive sins. He came to earth for that

|NAVY-ARMY LECTURES 


IN 90 MEDICAL SCHOOLS 


Chicago, January 28.-—Ninety medical 
schools in the United States with a 
total enrollment in graduating classes 
of more than three thousand voung 
men available for army and navy serv- 
ice will institute on February 1, a series 
of lectures On naval and military sani- 
tation and treatment of the sick in both 


branches of the service. These lectures 
will constitute a regular course in 
nearly all the medical schools of the 
country and will be under supervision 
of Surgeon General Gorgas, United 
States army, and Surgeon General 
Braisted, United States navy. 

The new curriculum, prepared by the 
army and naval school, is the result 
of a movement started by Dr. Franklin 
H. Martin, of Chicago, a member of the 
commission of national defense. It is 
proposed that army and navy, now 
six hundred short in medical officers, 
will be able not only to fill vacancies, 
but to have a large reserve.
